After’much work, Lewis had 
to. put the project aside for 
health reasons. 

Several months ago Lewis 
passed the project to fellow 
UDC. member Donna _ Clark, 
who bégan .working to’ add 
hames-to the list. Clark found 
two other lists, one by Dallas 
Hudson and one by. Linda Ayres. 
All three lists were similar yet 
some names were different; so, 
these, three lists were merged 
into one. 

Clark began doing research’ of 
her own and added more’ ceme- 
teries and-about' 40 names using. 
contacts. with descendants, 
-muster rolls, information from 
‘local libraries and cemetery vis- 
its. She has a list of 71 cemeter- 
ies where Confederate Veterans 
are known -to be buried’ in 
Coffee County. 

Clark and her husband, Joe, 


! visited at least 65’ of these ceme- 


teries to find veterans’ graves: 
Some families have obtained 
markers. for ‘their Confederate 
Veteran ancestor since the last 
cemetery census, and Clark was 
able to add a number, of names 
to the list. through these ceme- 
tery visits. : 

“Itis sad:to see the condition.

-any family: member to mark 
graves that are unmarked or to 
repair those in need of repair,” 
she continued: “We must not 
forget these loved ones. It is 
only as I have gotten older that I 
have begun to appreciate history 
and enjoy learning about the 
past. As I have worked on 
genealogy, I have ‘wanted to 
know about the life‘and times ‘of 
my ancestors, I wanted to know 
what was happening around 
them and how it influenced their 
life.

that had been destroyed, animals 
needed for planting the crops

because of the close relationship 
between AMEA’ and ‘Electric 
Cities. “of ~ Alabama. -Bob 
Claussen has done an outstand- 
ing job building AMEA into the

In 1999, Clark became the 
first executive director of 
Electric. Cities of Alabama, 
which is the statewide associa- 
tion . for. municipally-owned 
electric utilities.

In 1989, Mr. Clark accepted a 
position. as’ a Washington leg- 
islative representative’ for ‘the 
National Rural Electric 
Cooperative Association. His 
primary legislative areas of 
responsibility included authori- 
zations and appropriations in the 
U. S. Congress regarding rural 
electrification and energy 
issues. 

In 1990, Clark accepted a 
position as state director for U. 
S, Senator Richard Shelby. His 
responsibilities included man- 
agement of Sen. Shelby’s five 
in-state offices, constituent rela- 
tions, and in-state political 
strategic planning. 

In 1991, Clark became the 
president of the Alabama Rural 
Electric Association of 
Cooperatives (AREA), Clark 
directed association programs,

Charge amended from murder to assault, 2 degree 


What began Monday, Sept. 
18, as a murder case on the Elba 
Criminal Jury Trial Docket 
quickly became an assault, sec- 
ond degree casé regarding the 
fate of defendant Richard Dale 
Taylor. 

Taylor was arrested Jan. 12, 
2005 and charged for the murder 
of Joseph Finkley of Kinston. 
Finkley was reported missing 
Jan. 1, 2005 by family members 
and his body was later found 
floating in a pond on the proper- 
ty he was last seen. 

A jury was selected Monday, 
Sept. 18, for Taylor’s trial (State 
of Alabama vs. Richard Dale 


Taylor). The trial began Tuesday 
morning, Sept. 19, with the 
State first. to move with the 
defendant and victim represen- 
tative's concurrence to amend 
the indictment to’ charge the 
lesser included offense of 
assault, second dégree. 

Court records indicate, 
“although assault is not normal- 
ly ‘a lesser included ‘offense of 
murder, as part of the defen- 
dant’s. reckless conduct, the 
indictment alleges his physical 
assault of the ‘victim. ‘Baséd

A small ceremony held Friday 
morning, Sept. 15, in Elba 
served as Commemoration ‘of a 
very, special day for Americans 
as.

Herbert Benjamin Ringsdorf, 
a native of Elba, served in, the 
U.S. Air Force and became a 
prisoner of. war after his aircraft 
was ‘shot down Nov. 11, 1966 
five miles west: of the city of 
Vinh Linh in Quang Binh 
Province, North Vietnam. He 
was released Feb. 12, 1973. 

The Ringsdorf monument was 
constructed in Elba many years 
ago to honor Ringsdorf and all 
other. prisoners of war along 
with those considered missing in 
action.
